Rep. Cain has had a petition 
before the State for such a pro- 
gram for some time, and has 
constantly made efforts to have 
the program launched. 

He cited the tremendous dan- 
gers along the high speed road- 
way especially through the Wo- 
burn Wilmington area which he 
serves, and continually noted the 
challenge to children to run 
across the expressway on dares. 

Rep. Cain said that there have 
been several fatalities along the 
roadway since its construction, 
many being pedestrians, who, 
had there been a barrier, 
not be able to gain access to the 
road. 

In Woburn, Alderman Timothy 
J. Mahoney of Ward 5 had made 
several. requests to the State 
DPW for a chain link fence in 
the Woburn area, and he also 
cited the dangers especially to 
children who reside in the im- 
mediate area. 

Rep. Cain informed the Times 
Tuesday afternoon that the fence 
would cover some 200,000 yards 
on both sides of Route 93 from 
Medford to the New Hampshire 
line. 

“It will be six feet high and 
will be chain link woven fence, 
and the estimated cost of the 
entire project is $600,000.00", the 
Representative reported.

in teaching in Kindergartens and offer 
them summer jobs. 

Walter McNamara said that the com- 
mittee would have to budget the a- 
mount of money needed, for the tea- 
chers and materials, and that at the 
present time the budget did not allow 
for such an expenditure.
